. Captain C. W. MoClanaban, aged 
84 years, well known to the poople 

of iilis city as "Kinney Maok", died 
at hirt home on West Third street yes- 
terday afternoon at U o'clock of the 
diseases and liiflrmitles Incident to 
old age. 

CapUtn MoClanahan was Mays- 
ville's oldest fireman. He was a char- 
ter member of the Washington Fire 

Company and since its origination 
here many years ano has always been 
very active In the affairs of the com- 
pany. There was never a day loo 
cold or too bad for him to come out 
to a Are and to work >'BllBntly. even 
In his advanced years. During the 
paat few years, on account pt his old 
age and falllnt? health, he w'an of ne- 
cessity forced, in a measure, to dis- 
continue some of his activities In con- 
nection with the Are conpany, but 
even then he never ftiiled to be ok 
hand at a Are and do all that he 
could and was the last one to leave 
the scene of 0 conflagration 

He flrst became asr.oclated with the 
WashlnKlon Kire Company as a torch 
bearer when a boy and has been se- 
cretary of the company for the past 
forty years. He was present at the 
last annual meeting and when several 
men youuRer than he failed to an-' 
swer the roll call, he made remarks 
that they were too old or tliat the 
weather was too bad for them to ven- 
ture out, showing that he still con- 
sidered himfwlf a young man. 

Maysville's first fire fighting auto- 
mobile, the "Kinney Mack", was 
named for him and will always be n 
reminder to Maysvilllans of this 
grand old man. 

He was a man of many virtues and 
few bad habits. He never used to- 
bacco or intoxicating liquor of any 
kind and was never known to be pro- 
fane III' was temperate in speech 
and anion and one who was a friend 
worth knowing and having. Although 
seemingly very reserved, he number- 
ed bis friends by the score. 

Besides being a great fire fighter 
he was also much interested In river 
affalrsi and made dally trips to the 
river front to find out llir comlition of 
the water and to take note of the 
i;a\me. He was well Informed on the 
early activities of this section of the 
nountry, being bom and reared In 
this pity and a man who took cognis- 
ance of the thlnps worth while and 
stored them away in his memory.

No city is, because no 
American city has yet got eiiouf;li reform— which is to say, enough 
modern progress. And even the Ilylans are likely to move thing.« 
forward, in obedience to the compelling .spirit of the time, wiiether 
they know it or not.

Mayor Russell in his introductory 
remarlcB expressed his belief in the 
opportunities that would be afforded 
our luisliiess Interests in the event ( 
a revived river Irafflr. ife said t'lni 
the city adininlsitralidii inteiideil t. 
do all in its power to assist cnir busi- 
ness Interests and obtain satisfactory 
river Improvements. 

Secretary Dodds was called on for a 
few remarks and told tlie nieinbers 
that hi' believed llie oiiiiortiiiiitles of 
a life lime were knocking at our door 
That the federal government is con- 
ducting surveys up and down the riv- 
er with the view of determining the 
advisability of continuing its appor- 
tionments. 

He said. "I have received a c''- 
municatlon from Hon .lolm il. Small 
chairman of the River and Harbor^ 
Committee of the House of Uopre- 
sentatlves, Lansing H. Beach, Colone: 
Corps of ISnglneers. II. 8. Army, Wal- 
ter Parker, assistant, for Inland Wnt- 
ei- Transtiortation. etc., asking what 
Maysvllle extiects to do to encourai;' 
revived river transportation. I told 
them that Maysvllle has always been 
known to do her part, that we appre- 
ciate the fact that we need a better 
river approach and terminal and that 
It Is more than probable that some 
constructive work will be done this 
year. I told them that we would tirRc 
them to insist upon ConKress to con- 
tinue the appropriations fpr the Im- 
provement of the river becaase it was 
not at present In the moit navlga 



lile sliape. .Vo person in buildint! 
would <liseonllnue tlio work on a 
liouse that was throo-fourilis com- 
pleted for the mere reason that a 
tenant was not In sight. We must 
continue these improvements of the 
river such as the dams in progress 
because no business man will invest 
(iO.noo or $Vr>,()U(i in sliins and tlieii 
lie compelled to have them lay idle 
because of Insuttlcient depth of wat- 
ei, 

"We must take some action this 
summer on the ferry and wharf boat 

aiiproach if we are to demonstrate 1 
the government our desire for river 
transportation. We must improve ii 
for another reason and that Is because 
It represents a link in the Jackson 
Highway, one of the most famous 
roadways and which will be one o' 
a most prominent roadways before 
many years. None of us can foretell 
what may ((inie to pass in the next 
couple of years. .None of us can tell 
what calls this war may make upon 
us or our turnpikes. Should we be 
ailed tp furnish an extra million men 
in a hurry It Is not an improbable pos- 
sibility that the Rovernment will 
transport her army supplies and sol- 
diers over land bv motor vehicles 
That, you Kentlcnien may say, Is In 
the distant future, but I want to tel 
you that some of our most briilian' 
and well nested men are predicting i 
hmi: drawn-out war. It Is much bet 
ter to he prepared for an emeri;eiif 
ami not have il occur than to have II 
occur and not be prejiared to meet it 
•"While we are here to discuss rivet 
transportation, highways are so close- 
ly allied with It that we must con- 
sider the poHsiblUties of a revive 
trade to the South, if (dilaiii 
vivcd river Iraiisporlation. With tin 
wvernment making; use of the molo'- 
trucks In postal delivery, it Is likelv 
to mark the beginning of a greater 
use of the commercial car.

"Another thought we must bear In 
mind and one whirh has been recent- 
ly advocated is the need of additional 



ice piers. I was talking with Captain 
West of the towboat Miama this morn- 
iiiK and he explained tin- aiharita^' 
of several additional piers both f: 
harbor safety and to prevent the sedl 
ment from being washed on our ap- 
proach as was done during the recent 
rise. This seems to me to be a very 
important need and one In which kov- 
ernnieiital aid could he eiilisled. .\ 
Captain West said, it may never hap 
pen aKuiu and a^ain it may hnpper 
next year. 1 asked him about the con- 
dition of our harbor as to depth iim' 
he said that it has plenty of dei i' 

"Another thought in c dimeii ioi 
«illi l iver iniprovi'inent, wlille il ■'■ 
not exactly bear directly on the suh 
]ect, I fell that It has an Indircrt a' 
Important relation and that is 
problem of boat production. We, tike 
all cities, are deslrions of ohtainin!; 
new industries and the desperate need 
of our Government for additional 
boats seems to me to offer quite on 
opportunity. I don't know the exact 
possibilities of obtaining contracts i 
assisting the government In her ship ' 
hiiildiuK proi;ram hut I do know we I 
never t;el anythliii; that we don't l'i ' 
after. 

"I would like to see us get a lot 
of this govern nental business and we 
would not seem selfish in aiming f'<r 
such. We are doing our fair share in 

aidin.; the Kove nni' nt in every call 
for linaneial isr, s auce an I I hei;. \ • 
«!■ uiiuld he no less patriotic I' :!'i 
other cities in keeping after govern- 
ment business. 

"In speaking of government bw'- 
ness I can't refrain from reiterating 
the thought advanced at our annual 
banquet when II was sahl that we werf 
plaviiiK our part in lieliiiii" win II e 
war ill furiiisliiim I'liclo Sam auricu! 
lural and live stock products, just as 
much as those furnishing the other 
necessities. We must continue to co- 
opdrate with the farmer and assist 
him to obtain more agricultural pro- 
ducts and cattle. The government 

needs them. 

"I,et me, in conclusion, urge you 
representative men of our city to pass 
these thoughts along. L«ts get busy 
and do some eonstrnotlve work In ob- 
taining Improved conditions. We'll 
benefit by it. Every cent turned into 
the hands of our business men by im- 
proved river ccindil inns will reviT! 
back to the Individual citizens. We'll 
benefit by It and Ita np to all of us 
to strive for IL"

Mr. 4. D. Watti. Aiilstant Director 
of civilian Relief of the UU DItI- 

Hioii of the itod Cross, met the exe- 
cutive' committee and committee on 
civilian Itellef of Ibe local Ited Cross 
chapter at Iho Chamber of Comincrce 
yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. WatU' mission was to uslst the 
civilian Relief Committee In planning 
an organised effort to render what- 
ever assistance the dependents ot our 
Mason county boys may need. He was 
very complimentary on the work the 
Mason County chapter had done and 
the Interest that was manifested. 

Another object ot his mission was 
to enlist some ot our ladles to attend 
an institute that Is to be conducted 
under tbe auspices of the American 
fled Cross in co-operation with the 
Cincinnati chapter, the I'nlvcrslty of 
Cincinnati and the iMnclnnati Asso- 
Icated Cbarities. This institute will 
be conducted In the Union Central 
building from February 12 to March 
at Cincinnati. 

The lied Cross needs well trained 
workers who can volunteer their ser- 
vices to the Department of Civilian 
Itellef for home service, among the 
families of the men enlisted in our 
army and navy. It Is for the purpose 
of tralnliiK these workers that In- 
stitutes have been held In the various 
cities of the country. 

A thorough knowledge of all tbe re- 
sources of the community which may 
be drawn upon to meet the various 
needs of the families deprived of their 
usual support is necessary to enable 
the workers to render adequate and 
Intelligent service. 

This course will consist of twenty- 
four lectures beginning February 1' 
with weekly qulsses, collateral read- 
inn and at least twenty-live hours of 
-miiervl.sed fleld work each week. It 
will require the full time of the stu- 
lent and is primarily for workers 
from tbe ilistrict adjacent to Cincin- 
nati, covering Southern Ohio. Soiith- 
easiern Ohio and Kentucky. 

A certlflcate will be granted by the 
American Red Cross to those mem- 
bers of the Institute course who coni- 
iiiete the work with credit, and in the 
Held work show (inallties and apti- 
uides fitting iheni to assume responsi- 
bility in home service. 

A Cincinnati chanter certificate will 
be granted to the members of the 
chapter course who fulflll all require- 
ments lis t(i li'etiires and Held work 
and who show natural fitness for the 
work of civilian relief

ladies to attend this Institute and will 
consider any applications that may be 
iiKide Applicants are requested to 
aprily at the Chamber of Commerce 
for information pertaining to the In- 
stitute.
